GLEANINGS FROM CURRENT REL I- 
GIOUS PERIODICALS 
“666” as a Serial 

Keith L. Brooks, quoting from The 
Christian Century, says that, “from that 
paper comes the suggestion that Adolf 
Hitler reveals the number 666 in his 
name. Bearing in mind that the Greek let- 
ters have numerical values, Hitler's 
name works out: 1 plus 4 plus 70 plus 30 
plus 10 plus 8 and 8 plus 10 plus 300 plus 
30 plus 5 plus 100 and the total is 666. 
The same result comes from ‘Herr Hitler,’ 
the prefix being 8 plus 5 plus 100 plus 
100, which added to ‘Hitler equals 666.” 

There has been a number of rulers 
found whose names have yielded the total 
of 666, it does not therefore reveal] any- 
thing strikingly new; but after all it is 
interesting. It does however, at least 
stamp his reign of terror and persecu- 
tion of the Jews with the character of 
the final beast. It is logical to insist that, 
since there will be a number of rulers 
dominated over by the spirit of Anti- 
christ, who prepare the way for the final 
Antichrist; we may expect to find ear- 
marks of his number in former rulers in 
whom will also be seen the antagonism of 
the beast himself. Hitler evidently be- 
longs to the savage rule of the Beast. 

Revival of Rome 

The same author quoting from The 
Daily Express (London) says that, 
“Working night and day, 10,000 men have 
demolished 5,000 dwellings, displacing 16,- 
000 families, to lay bare the city of an- 
cient Rome, and make way for two high- 
ways a hundred feet wide, which will 
pierce from the Coliseum to Ostia, the 


new port of Mussolini designed to bring 
the sea to the capital. Palaces as well as 
slums, and even the hills, have been 
leveled, while pagan temples and the- 
atres, freed at last from the parasitic 
growth of centuries, now see the light of 
day. The citadel of Romulus, the original 
founder of Rome, has been restored to its 
ancient glory at Mussolini’s word. 

“Mussolini’s Monument.—In the centre 
of the Forum stands a marble obelisk six 
feet high, 10 feet thick, weighing 270 
tons, erected by the Italian people as a 
tribute to the man who remade Rome, re 
stored her ancient glory, and revived the 
Caesarian tradition of gigantic spectacles 
and display.” 

Along with other happenings concern- 
ing the revival of Rome, according to 
Ralph C. Norton writing in the Sunday 
School Times “A Fascist law decrees that 
all Government documents shall now ve 
stamped with two dates, the one for inter- 
national convenience, the other marking 
the revival of the Roman Empire; so 
that this year appears as 1933 (Gregor- 
ian) and A. 11 (Fascist). Does this new 
method of reckoning time from the insti- 
tution of Fascism indicate in Mussolini’s 
conception a new era? Is this the begin- 
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ning of the day when Daniel 7:25 shall 
be fulfilled: ‘And he shall speak great 
words against the most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of the most High, 
and think to change times and laws’?” 

Who cannot see both in Europe and 
America a complete change in the inter- 
national spirit? Are we not as one great 
phalanx being marshalled to the very age 
and when the last great conflict shall 
rage in Armageddon?

Rev. 18:9-19. “And the kings of the 
earth, who have committed fornication 
and lived deliciously with her, shall be- 
wail her, and lament for her, when they 
shall see the smoke of her burning. Stand- 
ing afar off for the fear of her torment, 
saying, Alas, alas, that great city Baby- 
lon, that mighty city! for in one hour is 
thy judgment come. And the merchants 
of the earth shall weep and mourn over 
her; for no man buyeth their merchan- 
dise any more: The merchandise of gold, 
and silver, and precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen, and purple, and 
silk, and scarlet, and all thyine wood, 
and all manner vessels of ivory, and all 
manner vessels of most precious wood, 
and of brass, and iron, and marble, And 
cinnamon, and odours, and - ointments, 
and frankincense, and wine, and oil, and 
fine flour, and wheat, and beasts, and 
sheep, and horses, and chariots, and 
slaves, and souls of men. And the fruits 
that thy soul lusteth after are departed 
from thee, and all things which were 
dainty and goodly are departed from thee, 
and thou shalt find them no more at all. 
The merchants of these things, which 
were made rich by her, shal] stand afar 
off for the fear of her torment, weeping 
and wailing, And saying, Alas, alas that 
great city, that was clothed in fine linen, 
and purple, and scarlet, and decked with 
gold, and precious stones, and pearls! For 
in one hour so great riches is come to 
nought. And every shipmaster, and all 
the company in ships, and sailors, and as 
many as trade by sea, stood afar off, And 
cried when they saw the smoke of her 
burning, saying, What city is like unto 
this great city! And they cast dust on 
their heads, and cried, weeping and 
wailing, saying, Alas, alas that great city, 
wherein were made rich all that had 
ships in the sea by reason of her costli- 
ness, for in one hour is she made deso- 
late.” 

The above scriptures relate to the com- 
mercial structure of world commerce at 
the end of the great tribulation. Signs of 
the end of the age are everywhere charac- 
teristic. In the seventeenth chapter of 
Revelation from verse one to verse seven 
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we have Ecclesiastical Babylon and Po- 
litical Babylon in harmony. From verse 
eight to verse eighteen we have these 
two factors of world power at variance, 
which results in the destruction of Eccle- 
siastical Babylon which is finally destroy- 
ed by the Beast that it may be the sole 
object of worship if at all possible. Baby- 
lon, means confusion; and what is ac- 
tually pictured here is a dramatic con- 
fusion of apostate religion and _ politics, 
which also includes Commercial Babylon 
as mentioned in the preceding verses. 
Babylon, as had in reference here, sum- 
marizes the whole cosmic order and ar- 
rangement. The entire system of false 
religion, political powers and commer- 
cial injustice is brought to an end by the 
setting up of the Stone Kingdom of the 
Lord Jesus mentioned in the nineteenth 
chapter and llth to 20th verses. 
SHADOWS OF THE TRIBULATION 
We are now living in the shadows of 
the tribulation, when the international 
fabric of politics is strained to the high- 
est tension by the present forms of Dicta- 
torship in Europe. The Beast can be seen 
as he emerges from the abyss of the na- 
tions; and no less can the shadow of the 
collapse of unjust and merciless vummer- 
cialism be seen in the lack of orld trade 
today. While merchantmen and comme;; 
cialists are not actually lamenting over 
the fall off of world trade as they will 
when the state of things as mentioned in 
our scripture setting is in complete ful- 
fillment; there is particularly manifest a 
tremendous decline in exports of all na- 
tions and merchantmen’ everywhere. 
These conditions tell us that we are 
about to embark upon something more 
serious: Consequently, partial after-ef- 
fects of the collapse of commercialism are 
now preceding its more serious stages. 
THE WORLD ECONOMIC CONFER- 
ENCE 
For the purpose of reviving world trade 
and commerce the World Economic Con- 
ference was called in London, the purpose 
of which was not alone to find a solution 


of supplying the needs of the 30,000,000 | 


men now out of employment; but to sat- 
isfy the greed of capitalism itself. For 
the present the results amount to noth- 


ing in particular, however, as the age 
end draws near when the Superman will 
rule over all nations; (Rev. 13:7) it is 
particularly in harmony with the spirit 
of internationalism, that this conference 
be recalled to consider more fully its 
incompleted task. 


FAILURE FORESHADOWED 

In the light of our scripture lesson we 
may predict complete and final failure; 
if not from the very number of nations 
first assembled for such purpose, There 
were 66 nations represented, which is 
two significant marks of the Beast. See 
Dan. 3:1 and Rev. 13:18. 

Six is an evil number which is always 
associated with man, it stops one short 
of the divine number seven which speaks 
of the completeness and perfection of 
God. Six sells man short of God’s right- 
eousness. It adds one diget to five the 
number of grace and speaks of man add- 
ing his own ways of deliverance instead 
of accepting God’s means of provided 
grace. Though suppossedly these nation; 
met for a good purpose, which was to 
provide for the continuance of world 
principals that must give place to the 
coming Kingdom of Jesus Christ; and in 
that it seeks to solve the needs of the 
nations without the aid of divine grace 
it is thercfore in purpose and effect evil. 
Six as a denominator, defines the numer- 
ical value of its product as evil but 66 
repeats its factor and seeks to establish 
its principal right or wrong (Gen. 41:32). 
Thus failure stamped itself upon the 
first international Economic Conference, 
may we not therefore expect that the end 
shall be as the beginning. To sustain the 
greed of capitalism it is very necessary 
that world trade be revived, however the 
purpose and method is both ultimately 
wrong. 

MAN’S WAY VS. GOD’S WAY 

Overproduction has produced a state 
of idleness, and millions of poor who are 
the actual consumers of the nations pro- 
ducts has no money with which to buy. In 
the effort to get rich quickly manufactur- 
ers have installed machinery that has 
thrown men out of employment, and nat- 
urally the producer must be the _ con- 
sumer; therefore in setting labor aside 
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the manufacturers destroyed the buying 
power of these men, destroying at the 
same time the market for their goods. 
God gave commandment that man should 
labor six days (Ex. 20:9) and that the 
seventh day be a day of rest for all man- 
kind. The greed of manufacturers have 
refused to abide by God’s order, and in- 
stead have run their mills and plants 
from two to three shifts each day, Sun 
days also included and as a result the 
markets are overstocked with their pro- 
ducts. Additional to every seventh day be 
ing kept as a day of rest God decreed that 
the land should lay idle every seventh 
year (Lev. 25:1-7). If the mines, mills 
and factories would abide by God’s order 
overproduction would cease. If farmers 
would observe God’s laws there would 
be no need to plow up the cotton fields 
and to dump wheat in the ocean. The idle 
year would consume the surplus and 
man, beast and the land itself also would 
be revived during the year of rest. Many 
noted authors predict the establishment 
of the ancient city of Babylon, which will 
become a great traffic center; of which 
scriptures had in reference is descriptive, 
however, let that be as it may, the effort 
on the part of Governments and capital 
to run the world on a basis of greed is 
Babylon (literally confusion) enough. 
We must not overlook the possibility how- 
ever, of such a notion, as capitalists will 
eagerly spend their millions in effort to 
multiply it from Babylon’s known millions 
of gold; and the rich fertile soil of that 
country. 
PLANS OF ANTICHRIST 

“And through his policy he will cause 
craft to prosper” Dan. 8:25. The word 
“eraft” means (1) Art of skill, hence, an 
occupation requiring this; a manual ar-. 
(2) Those engaged in any trade, collec- 
tively. What we have here foreshadowed 
is a means of handling affairs, that is, it 
will be a method of and requiring skill; 
perhaps something of the order of the 
Technocrats and of scientists. The method 
of Government will be from the scientific 
standpoint. It will be through men o*‘ 
scientific skill and in cooperation of the 
Dictators themselves. Notice, “through 
his policy”; Antichrist will seek to elimi- 
nate the voice of the law and of the 
courts; wresting matters entirely out of 
the hands of the common people who seek 
to govern through their elected represen- 
tatives; and will set up in their stead a 
government based upon scientific meth- 
ods. The world will then by its ‘“wis- 
dom” seek to operate its perfect godless 
paradisical government. 

BRAIN TRUST 

We do not desire to cast reflection on 
officials, but we do desire to point out 
the shadows of the coming Antichrist 
kingdom that men may seek to evade it 
by being ready for the rapture. But have 
you examined the manner of our present 
government, how Congress and the Senate 
has become a kind of figure-head and 
used rather as a sympathetic sanction to 
measures sponsored and passed upon

plans themselves. The 
consisting of TWENTY 


nators of the 
“Brain Trust” 
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men, all marked by philosophic degrees, 
has become the advisers to the President; 
who seems to favor a different manner 
and method of doing things than that 
which is actually contained in Democratic 
forms of government. For reference to 
the “Brain Trust” see Literary Digest 
dated July 22nd; page ten. “Congress- 
men and Senators have openly given vent 
to their dislike for the ‘technical experts’ 
(Prophecy) calling them ‘the President’s 
shock troops,’ ‘half baked,’ and one Sena- 
tor ‘objecting to radical proposals’ said 
‘it had been too hastily translated from 
the Russians’.”’ We conscientiously believe 
Mr. Roosevelt to be unselfish and patriot- 
ic in his views, but something has hap- 
pened that has changed the form of gov- 
ernment; and what has happened is in 
accord with the coming Antichrist king: 
dom and authority. 

THE INTERNATIONAL RECOVERY 

ACT OR GOVERNMENT CONTROL 

May we not, in the light of Rev. 6:5, 6; 
13:17, see that something is happening 
out of the ordinary? If it works will it 
not become universal among nations and 
is it not after all a kind of Communist 
government? In the light of these texts 
is not government control the primary 
stages of Antichrist kingdom? Would it 
be unfair to state, or out of the nature of 
fact? that, the dilemma of the worlds ills 
are such that the diversified forms of 
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government in dealing with them have af- 
forded a variety of methods which one 
nation is copying after the other regard- 
less of that nation or its place in the 
society of nations. Well, it may work and 
we hope it will and will lend our assist- 
ance to it; so far as possible in harmony 
with Christian principles. But it is not 
a form of Dictatorship? and if so can it 
be but the forerunner of completely set- 
ting aside past practices of democracy. If 
this be true We are at the beginning of 1 
new era in world history, and with all 
the shadows, gloom and ear-marks of the 
approach of a godless kingdom of Anti- 
Christ will it not be the last one? 
ENCOURAGEMENT 

May we not find occasion during the 
hanging clouds of darkness upon the na- 
tions, to encourage ourselves; that, the 
Word of God is in complete fulfillment: 
and that, not far distant looms the shin- 
ing horizon of light which reflects and 
brings to realization the hopes of the 
Christian, who has long and anxiously 
waited for the coming kingdom of God. 
We confidently expect his kingdom in the 
light of Dan. 7:9, 13-14; 27 to full the 
earth and eventually that the time will 
come that “the saints shall possess the 
kingdom.” There may be trouble and con- 
flict before it appears, but “can we not 
watch one hour.” Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus. Come quickly. 


Death the Portal to Life 


THE MIRACLE OF REGENERATION CONDITIONAL ON THE SUR- 
RENDER OF CARNAL LIFE

E MUST confess that throughout 
W inc centuries the collective effort: 
of man have failed to improve not only 
the quality, but the longevity of life. 
In spite of repeated claims of the clin- 
ics and medical bureaus, taller men, fin- 
er physiques and, as little an increase as 
an eighty year life-span for the majority, 
or even the minority is imvossible. If 
we have missed the mark with the few, 
how can we expect to succeed with the 
many and transform the whole world-or- 
der and realize the dream of an Utopian 
era through the researches of science and 
the perfection of civilization? So much 
for the material side! It all points down- 
wards. As to the spiritual it is absurd 
to hope for a better showing. Man cannot 
solve sin. Like gravitation it ever holds 
him down. The fact of moral failure and 
imperfection frustrates all his efforts and 
forbids his progress Godwards. 
THE POWER OF SPIRITUAL 
GRAVITATION 
I mentioned gravitation, let me also 
use that as an illustration. Place your 
arms around yourself and defeat gravita- 
tion by raising yourself into space! Or 


_ do as the proverbial farmer sought to do. 


Stoop down and seize hold of your boot 
straps and lift yourself over the fence. 
Your intelligence mocks you at the 
thought. Not unless some external power 


is employed, not unless you can surrender 
yourself to a superior force, one from 
without you, may you be lifted up and 
thus defeat gravitation. 

This examples a primal spiritual] truth. 
Gravitation is a universal law, so is sin. 
Gravitation drags you down, so does sin. 
And spiritually speaking, man finds him- 
self utterly insufficient and incapable of 
overcoming a law more inexorable, more 
implacable than even the law of gravita- 
tion, that is: “the law of sin and death” 
(Romans 8:2). insolent tyrant holds 
undisputed sway, bearing down and crush- 
ing us with a relentless pressure against 
which our puny resistance is powerless. 

But Paul proclaims his deliverance hav- 
ing discovered a new law stronger than 
all: “The law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus.” And he testifies that it 
“hath made me free from the law of sin 
and death.” 

Who is it that challenged the tyrant? 
None other than Jesus the Son of God! 
He is that external power, that superior 
force, one from without us, to whom we 
must surrender ourselves if we would he 
lifted up and set free from the enslaving 
gravitational power of sin. For it not 
only oppresses us from without, but ex- 
ercises dominion within us, in our very 
members (Rom. 7:23). 

God saw our absolute helplessness, that 
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we were all held captive under the thral- 
dom of sin and was moved by compassion 
on our behalf: “And He saw that there 
was no man, and wondered that there 
was no intercessor: therefore His arm 
brought salvation unto Him; and His 
righteousness, it sustained Him” (Isa. 
59:16). God saw no man could assist in 
this situation, no one could mediate: 
“therefore His arm brought salvation.” 
It simply means that He reached down 
with His arm to effect our deliverance. 
Thus God reserves the whole honor cf 
salvation to Himself because of man’s 
total inability. 
CHRIST THE GREAT CRANE 

Have you ever stood upon the wharf 
as a great freighter is made fast to her 
moorings? Did you ever watch the gigan- 
tic crane move into position and deliber- 
ately reach its mighty arm into the 
bowels of the vessel and lay hold of its 
ponderous burden? Do you remember 
how easily and swiftly it bore that dead 
weight away? God is that Crane, and 
Christ is that Mighty Arm, and you are 
that dead weight! The ship is this pres- 
ent evil world, and the hold is the depth 
and darkness of sin! Praise God for that 
crane! 

Just as the cargo is raised from tne 
hold of the ship in defiance to tne law of 
gravitation, so through Christ, the divine 
crane, we may be borne above the domin- 
ion of sin and sustained in spite of its 
detrimental, depressing power, superior 
and victorious to all its crushing and de- 
stroying effects manifest all around us. 
God’s power comes upon us from above, 
is without and outside of any force that 
may be in us as that power of the crane 
is external to the merchandise it handles. 

Listen to Paul: “For when we were 
yet without strength, in due time Christ 
died for the ungodly” (Rom. 5:6). With- 
out strength! Not merely weak or weari- 
ed; but as Weymouth translates it: 
“While we were still helpless, Christ at 
the right moment died for the ungodly.” 
Man is here declared utterly impotent 
to deliver himself. Unless God interpose 
and interfere directly in a man’s life; ua- 
less man confess himself without strength 
so that he may be able to obtain Divine 
Power from without, that is, from above 
he must remain “having no hope and 
without God in the world” (Eph. 2:12). 

THE FOUR KINGDOMS ARE 
DISTINCT 

There is further proof in nature and 
its laws that we cannot lift ourselves up 
to God, but it is God, who like that great 
crane, must stoop down to our level and 
raise us up to conform to His standard. 

Loox at creation: it continues distinct- 
ly divided into four separate kingdoms. 
Now four in Scripture is the number. of 
things earthly. The Bible speaks of the 
four winds of heaven and the four cor- 
ners of the earth. There are four points 
of the compass, North, South, East, and 
West. Matter is found in four testates— 
as air—as earth—as sea—and as fire.The 
four kingdoms are the mineral, the vege- 
table, the animal and finally man. Be- 
tween each there is a gulf fixed which 
cannot be bridged. There is no commun- 
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ion between them, they are entirely sepa- 
rate and yet indispensable to one another. 

Mineral matter can only rise to the 
level of the vegetable kingdom if the 
plants, through their roots, reach down 
to assimilate it. Otherwise inanimate mut- 
ter cannot become a part of vegetation. 
To teach anything else is to believe in 
spontaneous generation; but life can only 
come from pre-existing life. To obtain life 
out of that which is inorganically dead 
is impossible. Life must condescend to be- 
stow upon the inorganic world the favo: 
of being lifted into its domain, Otherwise 
the passage of the mineral into the plant 
world is sealed. 

Let me put it into the words of the 
scientist Drummond: “Only by bending 
down into the dead mineral world of some 
living form can these dead atoms be 
gifted with the properties of vitality, 
without this preliminary contact with 
Life they remain fixed in the inorganic 
sphere for ever.” It is a very mysterious 
law which guards in this way the portals 
of the living world. And if there is one 
thing in nature more worth pondering 
for its strangeness, it is the spectacle of 
this vast helpless world, dead, cut off 
from the living by the law of biogenesis 
and denial forever the possibility of resur- 
rection within itself. So very strange a 
thing, indeed, is this broad line in na- 
ture, that Science has long and urgently 
sought to obliterate it. 

BORN FROM ABOVE 

You notice-how frequently in this 
analogy, the expression “reach down”— 
“bending down”—“stooping down” occur. 
Do you remember what I said about the 
Great Crane’s Mighty Arm? We see that 
principle illustrated in the relation that 
exists between the mineral kingdom and 
the vegetable. It cannot rise of its own 
power. The trees and shrubs reach their 
roots down into it and raise it to their 
kingdom. The tree, in this instance, is 
the crane, the root is the arm. 

Man’s religion upsets all this and 
gives this law the lie. It teaches vocifer- 
ously that a man may better himself, 
evolve a good character in the school of 
everyday experience and attain finally a 
nature whose quality is in fact spiritual 
life. The Word of God tears this all to 
pieces, and the written Word is support- 
ed by the created word or the natural 
world. The invisible laws of nature pic- 
ture the greater laws of supernature. 

The Bible declares: “He that hath the 
Son hath Life, and he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not Life” (1 John 5:12). 
It teaches that a great barrier stands be- 
tween the natural world and the spirit- 
ual, and no man can pass from the one 
to the other. The only door is from the 
spiritual side, the world superior and 
above it. This is why our Lord said to 
Nicodemus, “In very truth I tell you that 
unless a man is born from above, (or, 
anew) he cannot see the Kingdom of 
God” (John 3:3 Wey.). He continues: 
“Whatever is born of the flesh is flesh, 
and whatever is born of the Spirit is 
Spirit. Do not be astonished at my teli- 
ing you, you must be born anew” (John 
3:6,7). 


Flesh—Mere flesh, whether good flesh, 
favored flesh, fine flesh, famous flesh-- 
is still flesh! What Jesus meant was that 
no moral improvement, no better environ- 
ment, no cultural advantage, no evolution 
of character, no religious reform can alter 
the fact that it is still flesh, can endow 
one single natural man with spiritual life. 

Consider a stone, a strong, sturdy out- 
standing stone. It may be rare, it may be 
choice, it may be very precious. Consider 
the cost to cut it, the price to polish it, 
the skill and the labor involved. There it 
is, in a sublime setting, a sparkling, 
translucent diamond! Yet it is still a 
stone. It is not in a class with the hum- 
blest blade of grass. 

LIFE MUST BE FORTIFIED 

So the stone must conform to this law 
as well as man. It cannot gain admission 
into the world just above it. And Jesus 
explicitly pointed out that except a man 
be born from above “he cannot enter the 
kingdom of God” (John 3:5). And he 
cannot, as a mineral cannot, enter the 
kingdom above it except it be born from 
above; except plant life comes into con- 
tact with it, ennobles and transforms it 
into its own sphere of life, it cannot 
spring up of itself. 

Christ is the Life with which we must 
come into contact, and that touch is the 
miracle of regeneration, the new birth. 
Expressed in other words it is God “Who 
hath delivered us from the power of dark- 
ness, and hath translated us into the 
kingdom of His dear Son” (Col, 1:13). 

When we begin to see the relation be- 
tween organic kingdoms, that is vegeta- 
tion, animals and man, we discover an- 
other law that governs their passing one 
to another ascendingly. The plants can’t 
become part of the animal world, or bet- 
ter be absorbed by the higher creation, 
except, again, the beasts condescendingly 
stoop down to feed upon them; but there 
is a price the plant world must pay fur 
this transformation—it is the forfeiture of 
life, its own life, in exchange for a higher 
form. And, in the same way must ani- 
mal life be sacrificed for the benefit and 
sustenance of man. Animals cannot 
evolve into humans, Man subsists largely 
on meats, but there is no connection or 
relation between him and the brute 
beasts. The same impassable gulf sepa- 
rates them; they are a distinct kingdom 
and creation. 

Moving higher up in the scale, we come 
to a greater chasm than that which holds 
the four natural kingdoms apart. The dif- 
ference between the kingdom of man and 
the kingdom of God is immeasurably 
greater; but the same rule applies here al- 
so, Man must forfeit his life—that is the 
condition of his obtaining Eternal Life. 
Jesus said: “Whosoever shall seek to 
save his life shall lose it; and whosoever 
shall lose his life shall preserve it” (Luke 
17:23). That is, it will be preserved 'n 
that it will be transformed and “hid with 
Christ in God” (Col. 3:3). 

There would be no possible chance of 
reconciliation between man and God were 
it not that man was once created in God’s 
Image from which he fell. God of His own 
initiative condescended to stoop down 
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and restore the relationship. 
FINDING A LARGER LIFE 

The price, I repeat, is the forfeiture 
not of natural life, else every would-be 
Christian must first commit suicide; but 
the losing of that carnal life which is at 
enmity and in opposition to God. We 
must lose our self-life to find a larger 
life in the Savior—to find His life which 
is given us as a free gift; as it is writ- 
ten: “The Gift of God is Eternal Life’ 
(Rom. 6:23). Divine power reaches down 
to perform this wonder in us through Je- 
sus Christ our Lord, and by the experi- 
ence of regeneration, that is begettal, we 
are made new creatures. But this will 
never happen till we come to see that we 
are without strength. Then Heaven touch- 
es us; faith finds us and we find faith 
and we are begotten from above. 

There is therefore no redemption p?s- 
sible for the individual without the inter- 
vention and intrusion of the power vf 
God from without into his heart, to the 
changing of his whole nature. We have 
climbed the ladder from the visible to 
the invisible. We have seen certain laws 
well defined in the natural world and 
have found that, projected into the spir- 
itual world, these fundamental laws gov- 
erned our relation and approach to God. 
Now in the face of these facts what will 
you do? Can you continue maturing and 
cultivating self-life which God rejects? 
God does not demand that you live but 
that you die! 

Ah! I know too well the trouble with 
all of us. We secretly think it too humili- 
ating to seek salvation outside of self. We 
wish to be our saviors. The idea that man 
by nature has no hope whatever is repul- 
sive and unwelcome to the masses. They 
would rather babble about a “divine 
spark” in every man which may be fan- 
ned to flame. Fire! indeed, but strange 
fire, a cursed flame, whose lurid glow is 
kindled from below, and is opposite to 
those brilliant, blessed Tongues of Fire 
that descended from above on the Day of 
Pentecost—God, tolerate a rival fire? — 
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Never! The fleshly flame of self-starva- 
tion is inspired of hell and has nothing 
in common with the sacred saving, sanc- 
tifying fire that falls from Heaven. 


THE LAST DAMNING DELUSION 

I am not a poet, preaching takes ail 
my time, but here is a verse that con- 
tains more truth than rhyme: 


“Not till man invents perpetual motion, 
Not till stale fruit be found to improve, 
Not till salt water turn fresh in the ocean, 
Not till it’s proved a dead body can move, 
Will I believe in self-salvation.” 

Let me add that self-salvation is a devil- 
ish, damning delusion; not only the most 
treacherous sort of self-deception but it is 
one part of the great Anti-christ lie, that 
is finally to lure the present world sys- 
tem to its destruction. Just as we hold 
firmly that no salvation is possible for 
the solitary man without the incoming 
into his life of a personal Savior—evern 
so, we insist that not before a personal 
and direct interruption of humanity’s af- 
fairs, by the Second Coming of Christ with 
power and glory, will the world be trans- 
formed, the whole social system be revo- 
lutionized and the true and permanent 
millennial reign of peace be established 
on earth. 

Hail Thou Darling of mankind! Wel- 
come Thou !‘!ong-looked-for Prince of 
Peace. Come and take the reins of govern- 
ment. Thou desire of all nations! Come 
quickly! 

Let a quotation from Thessalonians 
close fittingly this part of our theme: 
“Satan works by every kind of wicked 
deception for those who are cn the way 
to perdition, because they did not  wel- 
come into their hearts the love of the 
truth, so that they might be saved. And 
for this reason God sends them a mis- 
leading influence that they may believe 
the lie;” (The mass of lies weaved into 
one, Man’s Religion in opposition to 
God’s Gospel) in order that “they all 
might be damned.” 


Grace

HE grace of God that bringeth salva- 
tion, hath appeared to all men, teach- 


ing us that denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously and godly in this present 


world. Titus 1:11-12. 

To understand the nature of grace we 
must understand the relationship that 
exists between the giver and the receiver 
of its benefits. 

Man is a fallen being. While he re- 
mained in accord with God a sweet rela- 
tionship of communion existed“. between 
God and man. Sin broke that relationship 
and brought about a separation which ¢s- 
tranged man from God and made of him 
a lost and fallen creature. 

God in His being is sovereign. As Max- 
er of heaven and earth and all things 
therein, He is accountable to none but

Himself. His authority over the work of 
His hands is absolute. His right to ac- 
cept or reject, to preserve or destroy, is 
unquestionable. That which He has made 
is His own, and may be done with as He 
wills. The Creator is in no way account- 
able to the creature. Rom. 9:20-23, “Nay 
but, O man, who art thou that repliest 
against God? Shall the thing formed say 
to him that formed it, Why hast thou 
made me thus? Hath not the potter pow- 
er over the clay, of the same lump ‘o 
make one vessel unto honour, and an- 
other unto dishonor? What if God, will- 
ing to shew his wrath, and to make his 
power known, endured with much long- 
suffering the vessels of wrath fitted to de- 
struction: and that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on the vessels of 
mercy which he had afore prepared unto 
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glory.” 

In that God has willed to deliver the 
fallen creation from its plight by inaugu- 
rating a way of salvation, He has done 
so as constrained by His love, and not 
as being obligated to do so. God makes His 
grace known by bestowing His favor upon 
those who have no entitled right to it. 
It is an exercise of loving sovereignty, 
drawn forth by the appeal of a fallen 
creation for mercy. “By grace are ye 
saved, through faith, * * * not of your- 
selves, it is the gift of God. Not of works 
lest any man should boast.” Eph. 2:8, 9. 
“After that the kindness and love of God 
our Savior toward man appeared, not 
by works of righteousness which we have 
done but according to his mercy he saved 
us.” Titus 3:5. “Where is boasting then? 
It is excluded. By what law? of works? 
nay; but by the law of faith.”” Rom. 3:27. 

The process of recovering the fallen 
race has been progressive. The genera- 
tion living under the gospel age are be- 
ing accorded the most lenient conditions 
of salvation of any people who have ever 
lived upon the earth. Because much has 
been offered to them much will also ve 
required of them. “How shall we escape 
if we neglect so great salvation which 
at the first began to be spoken by the 
Lord and was confirmed unto us by them 
that heard him?” Heb. 2:3. 

The earliest means of acceptable ap- 
proach to God which we find any record 
of was the building of altars and offer- 
ing of sacrifice such as were offered by 
Cain and Abel. Gen. 4:3-5. During this pe- 
riod some were recovered from their fal- 
len condition and restored to favor and 
fellowship with the Lord. Such an one 
was Enoch who “walked with God and 
was not for God took him.” Gen. 5:22. 
Certain other worthy persons are men- 
tioned by name (Gen. 5:6-32). The great 
majority however continued in sin, both 
in nature and in corrup\4b'e acts. God 
saw that, “all flesh had corrupted his 
way upon the earth” (Gen. 6:12). “It 
repented the Lord that he had made 
man.” Gen. 6:6. He decided to destroy the 
wicked and give the race a fresh start. 
Noah and his family were chosen to re- 
populate the earth and every other liv- 
ing soul was destroyed by the flood. (Gen. 
6:17). Only a few years had passed when 
the descendants of Noah exhibited their 
unworthiness by uniting in the plains of 
Shinar to build a tower reaching up to 
heaven. God soon put a stop to this proud 
undertaking by confounding their lan- 
guage and scattering them throughout 
the world. 

Another man was then selected to bear 
a special relationship to the Lord. This 
man’s name was Abraham. God made cer- 
tain covenants with him and promises to 
him declaring that through him and his 
children all the peoples of the earth 
should be blessed (Gen. 12:1-3). Abra- 
ham had a son named Isaac, a child of 
promise, born to him after his natural 
time of life was past. This son Isaac had 
two sons, Esau and Jacob. Jacob after an 
experience of wrestling with God in pray- 
er, had his name changed to Israel. His 
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twelve sons became the heads of twelve 
tribes of people known as the Israelites. 
These descendants of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob have also been called Hebrews. 
Abraham is spoken of as, “the Hebrew,” 
in Gen. 14:13. We know them today as 
Jews, this name probably coming from 
their residence in the land of Judah or 
Judea. After God had separated this one 
family line from the rest of the great 
stream of humanity He gave them His 
especial favor and regarded them as His 
special people. He revealed Himself and 
His will to them as to no other people 
upon the earth; guiding, directing, pre- 
serving and accepting them in a special 
way. Deut. 7:7,6. “The Lord did not set his 
love upon you or choose you because ye 
were more in number than any people; 
for ye were the fewest of all people—the 
Lord thy God hath chosen thee to be a 
SPECIAL PEOPLE unto himself above 
all people that are upon the face of the 
earth.” 

From the twelfth chapter of Genesis 
through the 39 books of Old Testameat 
Scriptures the narrative deals almost en- 
tirely with the history and literature of 
this chosen family of Israelites or Jews. 
When the Lord took upon Him the form 
of man to come into the world as the Son 
of man, His human connection was with 
this family of Abraham’s descendants. 
The apostles He chose were likewise »f 
the parentage of the descendants of Abra- 
ham and when He sent men out to 
preach the gospel they were told to go 
first to Judea, then Samaria and finally 
to the uttermost parts of the earth (Acts 
1:8). The first disciples worshipped in the 
Jewish temple (Acts 2:46; 4:1), and 
preached in the Jewish synagogue (Acts 
17:1, 2), only turning from the Jews 
when it was evident they would not re- 
ceive the gospel. As late as the baptism 
of Cornelius with the Holy Ghost, eight 
years after Pentecost, it was a matter of 
astonishment to them that God should al- 
so pour out His Spirit upon Gentiles 
(Acts 10:45). Up to that time the bene- 
fits of the Gospel seem to have been re- 
served almost if not entirely, for the peo- 
ple of Israel. God thenceforth raised up 
a great apostle to the Gentiles (Paul), 
who through grace labored more abun- 
dantly than all before him to bring the 
grace of God to the Gentiles. In Rom. 15 
Paul says, “I have written more boldly 
unto you * * * because of the grace that 
is given to me of God that I should be 
the minister of Jesus Christ to the Gen- 
tiles * * * for that the Gentiles might 
glorify God for his mercy.” 

The promises which God had made tu 
Abraham were, in a sense, unconditional 
promises. God promised to do _ these 
things for his own sake. “Surely bless- 
ing, I will bless thee.” Heb. 6:14, In an- 
other sense, however, they were condi- 
tional promises; they were to be ful- 
filled as Abraham and his seed  with- 


drew themselves from the surrounding 
peoples and followed God’s leadings to 
abide in the place of promise. The Lord 
said to Abraham, “Get thee out of thy 
country, and from try kindred, and from 
thy father’s house, anto a land that I 
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will show thee.” Gen. 12:1. The blessing 
was to be visited upon them while they 
remained in the land. Abraham himself 
twice left it to go into Egypt for succor. 
Jacob and his family all left it and re- 
moved into Egypt in a time of famine. 
At their return 430 years later they did 
not fully possess the land or observe 
God’s command for complete separation 
from surrounding peoples. The result was 
that throughout their generation they 
were troubled for their lack of obedience 
and at last scattered throughout all the 
nations of the earth with the land of 
promise in the hands of their enemies. 
This is exactly what God said wou!d 
happen to them if they disobeyed Him. 
Deut. 28:25, “The Lord shall cause thee 
to be smitten * * * and shalt be removed 
unto all the kingdoms of the earth.” 

When their punishment is complete 
God Himself wil! regather them unto the 
hand and every promise made to Abraham 
will be fully realized.

THE MISSION FIELDS 

“Therefore said he unto them, the har- 
vest truly is great, but the laborers are 
few: pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth labor- 
ers into his harvest.” Luke 10:2. 

OUR RESPONSIBILITY 

There is a certain exercise of diviae 
right, which is everywhere manifest in 
that which our Lord alone does; there is, 
however, an exercise of his right that is 
wholly dependent upon other laborers. In 
our text both examples are explicitly in 
view. The Lord appointed certain needed 
laborers for the time then present. That 
we might be able to discharge the duties 
and responsibilities that rest upon us, as 
gospel ministers; we, like the apostles, 
are exhorted and commanded to “pray 
ye the Lord of the harvest to send labor- 
ers.” When we realize the need, which 
we should, if we are awake to the sadness 
and terribleness of sin; and no less to 
value and true appreciation of righteous- 
ness; we may cooperate with divine 
authority, by petitioning that needed !a- 
borers be sent in the vineyard. We, as 
God’s laborers, are responsible to cooper- 
ate to the fullest extent. He is willing to 
send laborers, but mankind and especial- 
ly the church, must realize the need of 
them. The picture is one of an all suffici- 
ent Savior, who desires to send laborers, 
but who has taken us into the plan of re- 
demption and allows our desires and 
prayers to determine the kind of effort 
that we would like to see put forth. 

SUCCESS DEPENDS 

Our success depends upon the earnest- 
ness of human effort coupled with divine 
plan, power, and purpose. God likes to 
hear our cries, to see us in love with the 
lost and dying and as He has made us 
the objects of his love; that, we may 
make our fellowmen the objects of our 
love and prayers. The scarcity of labor- 
ers in the foreign or other needed and 
neglected communities should afford an 
opportunity and occasion of prayer for 
every saint of God. The needs of the mis- 
sion field is, of course, more than even 
to pray for laborers; it naturally has 
coupled with it the responsibility of the 
support of laborers sent. 

The needs are apparent from different 
standpoints of view, First from the fact 
of the actual laborers needed and second 
from the point of view that atheism is 
taking the fields that, by a faithful and 
repeated effort in prayer and financial 
support, might be taken into custody ot 
the gospel message for Christ.

The Atheistic and Communistic coin- 


municants are today the most favorable 
fields of labor for various reasons. Many 
foreign and heathen lands 


have some 


form of idol worship, which at least af- 
fords its adherents some temporal hope. 
But when every vestige of religion, wheth- 
er Christian or non-Christian, has been 
destroyed and individuals have become 
slaves of the state and all privileges of 
worship have been banned under sentence 
of death it makes such fields more ready 
to accept the gospel message.The millions 
that teem within the dominion of such 
rule, are human beings, they have a con- 
science; and that conscience speaks to 
them. They are no less susceptible to all 
the cravings of the human soul for a lost 
peace, which must heave and sigh; with 
nothing more than the honor of man as 
his greatest reward in this life and with- 
out promise after this life is gone. No 
man welcomes death; they do not want 
to die, therefore, if there is life after 
death the natural tendency of the hu- 
man race is to desire it. In Mexico to- 
day there is a tremendous hunger for the 
Word of God.
